surface, grasped two struts and gave 
the signal to go ahead. 
The two 


ships took off and slowly circled up- 
ward to SOO feet. 


Two Efforts Fail 


There they jockeyed 
back 
and 


forth. 
Twice the pilot in the upper 


plane brought the dangling ladder 
to within a few inches of James' out- 
stretched hands, not 
quite 
close 


enough. 


Again the ships roared over the 


field, while thousands watched be- 
low. 
The upper plane came lower 


this time, so near the other 
that 


spectators gasped. The ladder, plain- 
ly visible, moved nearer and nearer 
to the man now standing upright on 
the wing. 


He grasped it. He was seen a sec- 


ond later hanging free. 
And then-— 


Spectators gave different 
stories. 


Most said that the planes seemed to 
sheer together for a moment. James 
and the ladder were thrown squarely 
into the propeller of the lower ship, 
a heavy bar of wood revolving at 
1,500 
revolutions to the minute. 


Drops Into Crowd 


The body of the man was seen to 


crumple. 
A moment later, mangled 


and bleeding, his hands still clutch- 
ing a bit of the ladder bar, he drop- 
ped into the crowd far below. 


Women screamed and fainted. The 


crowd rushed madly to the scene ot 
the accident. 
They spread out. over 


the field, endangering their lives as 
the two planes, now in a mad de- 
scent, sought to make a landing. 


Di«I in Air 


James was dead long before his 


body hit the ground. 
Physicians in 


the crowd sought to give him aid to 
no avail. 
The two 
pilots, 
nerve 


shaken, both made rough but suc- 
cessful landings. 


The body of the dead pilot was 


taken to a morgue, while the other 
cars bore hysterical and fainting wo- 
men to the nearest homes for seda- 
tives.

MADISON. Wis.—"The appearance 


of hog cholera in Dnne, Rock anfl 
Green 
counties, in the vicinity 
of 


Cambridge, Deerfieid, Ktoiisrhton, Eg- 
gcrtou and Albany, following the pur- 
chase 
of young feeder pigs, 
has 


alarmed farmers and breeders in in- 
fected localities," said Dr. J. T. Pnr- 
cel in charge.of hog cholera control 
work for the state anrl federal de- 
partments of agriculture. 


"Investigntion 
has 
revealeil thnt 


the speculators responsible for tlie 
spread of the disease, bought the pigs 
at a sale at Hartford, Wis., on May 
17, and seven farmers have already 
experienced losses more or less se- 
vere. 
Efforts are being made to con- 


fine the outbreak 
to 
those farms 


which have been 
contaminated by 


these infected feeders, and the Wis- 
consin department of agriculture so- 
licits the co-operation of all farmers 
in the infected territory. 


"Watch your heirs closely. 
If yon 


are anywhere near an infected farm, 
vaccinate your hogs at once. 
Don't, 


wait for the disease to come to yon, 
because vaccination is a preventive, 
not a curative treatment. 


"Don't, buy feeder hogs 
of 
un- 


known origin unless yon vaccinate 
them as 
BOOH as they reach your 


farm, and even then you should iso- 
late them for n period of three weeks 
before 
placing 
them 
with 
other 


bcallhy hogs. 
"Losses through hog cholera nre 


unnecessary if proper precautions are 
•taken.' The practice of cartingr feed- 
er hogs from door to- ilour bus now 
assumed the proportions of-fl ihrlv'ng 
and profitable industry, but in runny 
cases it is profitable for the seller 
only, unless Ihe buyer realizes tfie 
chances he taVps of introducing the 
disease onto his farm, nnd guards 
against, it by proper vaccination and 
quarantine."

appearance in this locality, sain W. K. 
Spieiteiv La Crosse county agricul- 
tural agent, but farmers fire urged to 
practice the gre-Jtest rrecnution. nnd 
to r;-;->ort at ouco Ktiy beg showing 
anv signs of sickness of any sort. 


Two years ago hog raisers in the 


vicinity of West Salem and Eangor 
suffered severe- losses from an out- 
break of cholera, because they did not j 
recognize the symptoms of the dise^ 
and put off preventive treatment un- 
til too late.

Mob Hypnotism 


U 


NDER the influence of that peculiar form of 
psychology known as ''mob hypnotism," it 


lake? the average person about 30 seconds to 
throw off the mask of civilization and revert 
to the lowest form of savagery. 


The other day in Cleveland, an auto driver 


speeding 50 miles an hour through congested 
streets was pursued by 
motorcycle 
police. 


Other auto drivers joined in the chase, like 
small boys chasing the fire engine. 
By the 


time the reckless driver was arrested on a 
charge of driving while intoxicated, the pur- 
suing autos numbered 50, and cries of "L/5Tnch 
him!" were ringing forth. There might really 
have been a lynching, if the chase had been 
longer and no cops were present. A mob trans- 
forms quickly into a blood-hunting, hypnotic 
state. 
< 


The atrocities of the recent mine massacre 


in Illinois were committed by men who prob- 
ably never would think of committing murder 
v?hiie alone. The mob spirit hypnotized them. 


These fits of mob or social insanity hap- 


pen in a flash by chance. They also come in 
waves — epidemics of dancing, freak fashions, 
madmen's cults and similar phenomena. Most 
of us are reasonably sane — when alone. 
But 


whenever human beings congregate in large 
groups, something crazy always happens or is 
started. When people swarm together, a mys- 
terious psychic current is generated and, by 
hypnotism, leads them to do queer things. Thus 
you see quiet, respectable people make fools of 
themselves in cabarets. A dignified person at a 
dance sometimes catches the fever and begins 
cutting up like a lunatic. Jokers utilize this 
principle to get men at a banquet to wear ab- 
surd tissue-paper dunce hats. And the wear- 
ers seem to enjoy it, though they 
wouldn't 


wear the hats for $100 except under "the spell" 
of mob hypnosis. 


The tendency that people have, of making 


asses of themselves when they get together in 
large groups, may explain why we do so many 
fool things when we get together in the form 
of government. As voters we back community 
or national projects based on principles that 
none of us would think of countenancing in 
our private lives. 
Mob hypnotism 
is 
what 


makes a man. who is a genius of economy and 
practicalness in private life, "fall for" vision- 
ary and impracticable projects when serving 
in public office. Carry the idea on and you un- 
derstand why, the larger the population grows, 
the worse the government becomes. China, for 
instance. 


Wisconsin's Mutton 


pRESIDEXT HARDING wants congressmen, 


now coming nome to talk politics with their 


constituents, to explain the ship subsidy plan 
to them. Wisconsin congressmen are said to 
be cold toward the proposition. Some of them 
may oppose it on the stump, instead of favor- 
ably elucidating it, as the president desires. 


Two questions will be asked about the ship 


subsidy, in the main. Can the United States 
have a merchant marine without a ship sub- 
sidy? If not, would the country be better off 
with a subsidized merchant marine than with 
no merchant marine, or practically none? 


As to the necessity for a ship subsidy, it 


will be urged that with superior living condi- 
tions which we in America insist upon, we can 
not succeed in any line which requires straight 
competition with countries where cost stand- 
ards are lower. 


We have the tariff for our manufacturers, 


and sometimes for our farmers. 
Senator La 


Follette's idea is that the tariff should be high 
enough to "equalize the difference between the 
cost of production at 
home 
and 
abroad." 


Would it be a parallel were we to adopt a ship 
subsidy that would "equalize the cost of ship- 
Ping between the American base and foreign 
countries?" 


A point will be made of the fact that ship- 


Ping cost is higher here because of the La Fol- 
lette seamen's act. It is true, and probably 
no liberal American would change it. It was 
expected that the seamen's act would force 


other countries to meet American standards of 
pay and conditions for sailors. This has been 
the general tendency, because sailors prefer to 
sign with American ships in every port where 
our ships ply, and with the growth of the 
American merchant marine, this tendency will 
grow. But, of course, complete equalization 
can never be affected. On the whole, America 
pays men better and treats men better than 
any other country, and the results show in the 
cost figures of all lines of business. 


One hopes Wisconsin congressmen will not 


be guided by. their conclusions as to whether 
the ship subsidy plan is meat, either one way 
or the other, for their political feast. With 
their favorable opportunities for studying the 
question as a national problem, they should 
come here prepared to give us sound counsel, 
not to pander to what they guess our whims 
to be. Good or bad, they should acquaint us 
with the merits of the measure. 


But those Wisconsin congressmen, if there 


be any, who believe that the ship subsidy bill 
is a good thing, or can be made a good thing, 
can perform one service for Wisconsin 
and 


for the whole interior of the country. Presi- 
dent Harding has declared for the St. Lawrence 
shipway. All Wisconsin senators and congress- 
men are for it. All party platforms are for it. 
With or without a ship subsidy, it would be a 
great boon to the middle west. But how tre- 
mendously more important to this great section 
the ship subsidy would be were ocean shipping 
brought to Great Lakes ports! We,could load 
Wisconsin cheese and tobacco in Milwaukee 
and Green Bay for London and Hong Kong. 
It would make Wisconsin a seaboard' state. 


Coast states are opposing the St. Lawrence 


shipway. They want the ship subsidy. Wis- 
consin may well feel very differently about 
subsidizing ships that come no nearer than 
New York harbor, on the one hand, and ships 
that, on the other hand, anchor in Wisconsin 
lake ports. 


Would it not be good business for 
such 


members of Wisconsin's delegation in congress 
as favor a ship subsidy to start a middle-west 
movement to make the adoption of the ship 
subsidy bill contingent upon the passage of the 
St. Lawrence shipway bill? It may be called 
log-rolling, but the end appears to justify the 
means. 
The great republican states on the 


Lakes and in the Mississippi valley can pool 
their votes and force this agreement through 
congress.

REVERSES DECISION OF 


STATE ATTORNEY GENERAL 


State Claims Guardsman is Sol- 


dier, Not Workman 


MADISON, ^Vis.—A member of the 


Wisconsin national guard while on 
duty is a workman in the employ of 
the state and cntillptl to workman's 
compensation if injured, the indus- 
trial commission held Monday. Com- 
pensation was a\vardt'.d to a man who 
was thrown from his horse while at- 
tending cavalry drill. 


It is the contention of the "state 


that a m i l i t i a m a n is a soldier, not 
a worker and t h a t he cannot law- 
fully be e n t i t l e d to 
compensation. 


Action to test the i n d u s t r i a l commis- 
sion award appeal will be taken at 
once to the Dane county 
circuit 


court, .1. K. Messerschmidt. assist- 
ant a t t o r n e y seneral, announced. 


After oxlendins hearinss the com- 


mission concluded that, •• a member 
of the national Kuard is an employee 
subject to the compensation act, and 
t^hal, when injured while performing 
services growing out of and incident- 
al to his employment, he is entitled 
to tli" benefits provided by the com- 
pensation act." 


This opens the way to payment of 


compensation to national siiardr.men 
who are injured during t h e i r annual 
encampment and 
during 
company 


drill during the year. 
A large num- 


ber of applications 
for compensa- 


tion benefits are expected to be made 
on the basis of the interpretation. 


"It clearly cannot 
lie 
seriously 


doubted, the commission's 
opinion 


continues, " t h a t th" a p p l i c a n t . while 
in the performance of his duties as a 
national guardsman was in the ser- 
vice of the state. 
Vi'e believe that 


the compensation statute is inclu- 
sive of every person in the service of 
the state, under appointment, or con- 
tract w i t h the single exception of 
officers ef the s t n t e who are not sub- 
ject to the direction and control of 
any superior officer or officers. 


"It is our belief. ,ind we have held 


on numerous occasions t h a t that not 
only workmen as the term applied to 
perrons performinK 
manual 
labor, 


but clerical workers and professional 
men may be subject to provisions of 
the compensation act. Other states, 
without exception, have made 
the 


same holding. 
, 


"We are satisfied, that it was not 


the intent of the legislature to l i m i t 
the term 'employe' w i t h i n the scope 
contended for by the respondent and 
that the effect of other i n t e r p r f t a - 
tions by t h e supreme court are 
so 


broad in effect that the definition of 
'employe1' should be sufficiently inclu- 
sive in its scope to bring member's 
of the n a t i o n a l guard within its pur- 
vie v.-."
